Box Board Men Want. Uniform Prices 
Maintained. 


A Series of Meetings Held in New York—Various Plans 
Discussed, One of Which Was to Sell All Preduct 
Through the United Box Board and 
Paper Company. 


The effort of the box board interests of the country to 
reach an agreement on one of the proposed selling agency 
plans was continued in New York this week. Meetings of 
committees representing the various interests were held for 
that purpose. The most important of these conferences was 
the one held on Monday of this week at the offices of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, 11 Broadway, New 
York. After this meeting it was said that although the 
subject had been discussed no agreement had been reached 
ip to that time.

But 
while this has been clear to them for. some time it has re- 
quired months of severe competition to bring them together 
in an effort to correct their evil ways. Now that they have 
held meetings for this purpose they are face to face with the 
difficulty of reaching an agreement that will be satisfactory 
to all concerned. The plan proposed six months ago by the 
officials of the United Box Board and Paper Company that 
the outside board mills sell their product through that com- 
pany on a commission basis has again been discussed at 
he recent meetings, This plan, it is understood, has not 
met the approval of the outside manufacturers. A different 
plan was therefore made necessary according to reports. To 
meet the objections of the individual mill owners it is said 
that a plan has been devised which leaves them free to 
carry on their business independently, but which holds 
them to maintain the prices agreed upon. The United Box 
Board and Paper Company, it is understood, figures in the 
proposed plan simply as one of the companies which are to 
become parties to the agreement.

“By a novel plan of compromise leading interests in the 
United Box Board and Paper Company dnd the independ- 
ent corporations in the same line of business have settled 
their difficulties and are negotiating to unite their interests 
in such a way that about go per cent. of the box board out 
put will be in the hands of the United Company 

“Their plan involves the expenditure of no money and is 
based upon a system of trust building dependent upon con 
tracts which place the handling of the combined properties 
within the power of a single corporation. In the present 
case this corporation will be the United Box Board and 
Paper Company. 

‘There are now about thirty independent competitors of 
the United Company. An effort was made some time ago 
to bring them into the trust by purchase, but the condition 
of the money market was such that the floating of the nec- 
essary securities by the United Box Board was deemed in- 
advisable. 

“Negotiations were then begun looking toward the elimi- 
nation of cutthroat competition by commissioning the 
United Box Board Company to act as exclusive selling 
agent for the independent manufacturers, who in turn were 
to consolidate as one concern, but so far as corporate exist 
ence was concerned to be wholly independent of the United 
Box Board Company, at least for the present. 

“One of the officers of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company said yesterday that this plan was a preliminary 
step toward the final amalgamation of all the box board 
and paper companies. It was stated that the eight largest 
independent manufacturers had signed contracts with the 
United Box Board Company and that negotiations were 
pending with the other companies, which had advanced far 
enough to make it reasonably certain that they all favored 
the plan. 

‘If this plan goes through,’ it was said, ‘as we have 
good reason to believe it will, the United Box Board and 
Paper Company will control 90 per cent. of all the box 
board manufactured in the United States.’ ”

Cuban Tariff Rulings. 

Wasuinecton, D. C., August 24, 1903.—As is well known 
every new tariff is a matter for discussion for some time 
after its enactment, as to the proper classification of mer 
chandise thereunder, and the Cuban tariff has not proven 
to be any exception. The following

One general rule is worthy of attention, namely, the mod 
ification of Rule to, 3, of the tariff, relating 
to tare allowance, so that when in one container merchan 
dises are imported which pay by net weight, 
which pay by the gross weight or by the unities, 
value, whether they have the same or different tares, said 
merchandises will pay the duties that correspond to them 
by net or dutiable weight, without any benefit of tare, and 
the exterior container will be appraised by its total weight, 
by the paragraph corresponding to the material of which it 
is made.

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MARKET REMAINS QUIET. 


Settlement of Holyoke Strike Relieves Tension im Market 
—Mills Are Busy But Jobbing Trade 
Is Rather Quiet. 








The settlement of the strike at Holyoke has relieved the 
situation in the New York writing market. Now that the 
mills have started up again the cause of worry over the 
source of supply has been removed. But as far as appear- 
ances go the calling “off” of the strike has not made any 
difference in the writing trade. The tension is simply re- 
moved, the demand and immediate power to supply re- 
maining the same. The demand, by the way, happens to 
be rather light this week. Store trade is also dull, so the 
dealers report. The low state of the stocks in many 
grades of writings is therefore less embarrassing than 
would otherwise have been the case. In fact, the effect of 
the nine weeks’ strike in the writing mills has been small 
in comparison with what it would have been had the shut- 
down come at any other time of the year. In the trade 
the prevailing opinion is that the curtailed production this 
summer will prove a benefit to the writing trade. Besides 
having helped to reduce stocks and clean out odd lots it 
is predicted that the long shutdown will have the effect of 
keeping the writing market very firm for the balance of the 
year. Very little actual change in the situation is looked 
for for a number of weeks. By that time the fall demand 
will, no doubt, absorb the increased production as fast as 
it comes along. With the situation “easier” in writings 
it seems as if tissues would take first place on the score of 
short production. In tissues the shortage has been brought 
about by the burning of three mills. For that reason any 
increase in the supply must be delayed till new mills are 
built. Tissues are now scarce and high, and with the set- 
ting in of the fall demand it is predicted that a further ad- 
vance will be made in them. News paper is at about 
where it has been for the past few weeks, being quoted 
from 2.30 cents up. Book papers are fairly steady for this 
season of the year. Now that the book paper mills of the 
American Writing Paper Company have started up the 
increased production, it is feared, may weaken the quota- 
tions temporarily on those papers.

No change in local trade conditions has developed during 
the past week, nor is much activity expected to show it- 
self until the closing of the summer season. Whether or 
no the general demand for paper will improve with cooler 
days is an open question, some local jobbers expressing 
themselves as being a little doubtful of an early rush of 
orders. They seem to think that the limited volume of 
business now prevailing will be experienced for some 
weeks to come; in other words that the fall trade will open 
up later this year than heretofore. While the anxiety of deal- 
ers concerning the possibilities of the future supply of pa- 
per from Holyoke has been quieted by the termination of 
the strike in that city, there is no outward evidence of 
enthusiasm over the matter on the part of local jobbers.

The directors regret to report that, owing to the 
keen competition and consequent reduction in selling price 
of paper, as well as the higher cost of some of the raw ma- 
terials, the .gross profit shows a falling off as compared 
with the previous years, but the trade was showing a de- 
cided improvement up to the date of the unfortunate fire 
which occurred on January 17, 1903. 

At a meeting of the southern committee of the Paper 
Makers’ Association, Neil Turner aryl A. L. Poulter were 
nominated to represent the Paper Makers’ Association to 
meet F. Becker and J. Y. Henderson, of the British Wood 
Pulp Association, to formulate a scheme to constitute a 
joint court of arbitration for the settlement of small dis- 
putes. An application was received from the Scandinavian 
Wood Pulp Association asking for some alterations in the 
wood pulp contract note. It was decided that as the pres- 
ent form of the contract note had been agreed upon with 
the Wood Pulp Association, it was not desirable to reopen 
the matter. 

The paper market has improved somewhat, but neither 
it nor the pulp market is at all active.

started, but the companies say that as soon as possible all 
of the machinery will be put in operation. 

Not all of the strikers have been put to work, but they 
are being taken on as fast as there is work for them, and 
some of the striking firemen, which organization has voted 
to return to work, have been set to work. The companies 
will not discharge the firemen who went to work during 
the strike, but will give the old firemen any places that may 
be vacant. 

There has been no discrimination thus far, although 
some of the cutter girls have endeavored to stir up a sen- 
sation along this line. As a general thing the men are 
well satisfied to get back to work and matters: are moving 
along smoothly in all of the mills. 

The Parsons Paper Company has gotten all of its ma- 
chines into operation and reports that business is moving 
along as usual at the mill. 

Just what disposition will be made finally with the wage 
scale has not been stated, but the men are now working 
under the scale in force prior to the demands for in- 
creases which led up to the strike. If any advances are 
made by the companies they will be to the individual em- 
ployee. Ferry. 


Wisconsin Opinion on Holyoke Strike. - 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeTon, Wis., August 24, 1903—The progress of the 
great strike at Holyoke has been watched by Wisconsin 
manufacturers with most lively interest, and the nature of 
the ending of it which came last week has occasioned 
widespread satisfaction. 

“The calling off of the strike,” said a prominent manu- 
facturer to me, and his words very correctly voiced the 
sentiment of others with whom I talked, “will have a good 
effect upon paper mill workers everywhere, and especially 
upon employees of mills whose owners have already made 
concessions of some sort and have manifested a spirit of 
fairness and readiness to meet and treat with their men. 
It must be evident by this time that the demands made by 
the men at Holyoke, which amounted practically, I under- 
stand, to an increase of 25 per cent. in wages to all grades 
of help, absolutely could not be granted by the mills, as it 
would have cut off all margin of profit, without,which no 
business can live. The men probably did not expect to get 
all they asked for, but would have been ready to compro- 
mise for something less. This, they must now be convinced, 
however, was not the proper course to take, and the inter- 
ests of labor everywhere will profit by the lesson of the 
Holyoke strikers. The strike on the part of the manu- 
facturers has been conducted in a masterly way, because, as 
I am reliably informed, they have in no way forfeited the 
good will of their men. It would have been easy to have 
engendered very hard feelings, which would have rankled 
long and must have worked great, injury to both sides of 
the contention in the future. The matter has been handled 
in such a way, however, that aside from probably a few 
hot headed individuals, confidence between the manufactur- 
ers and their men has not been strained, and there will be 
no disposition on either side to introduce into the situation 
anything foreign to the pleasant relations existing before 
the strike. This I consider to be quite unique in the his- 
tory of labor difficulties and worthy of a very large meas- 
ure of recognition and commendation.” Fox River. 





The Hudson Temporarily Dry at Glens Falls. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Gens Fairs, N. Y., August 22, 1903.—The Hudson 
River at this point last week presented an appearance 
unique in the history of the stream. The big falls were 
high and dry, as was also the dam of the Finch Pruyn 
Company and the International Paper Company. The mills 
here and below this village shut down and not a wheel 
turned where power plants are dependent upon the river 
for power. 

On Friday afternoon after same delays the four big gates 
were dropped into place, the cables holding the same hav- 
ing been cut by President Ashley, his daughter, Miss 
Kate Ashley, Auditor Peddrick, Secretary West and Engi- 
neer Parsons. Almost immediately the river below the 
dam ran dry and changed conditions were noticeable at 


Glens Falls within a few hours. During the night the 
water in the paper company’s sluice fell 6 feet and this 
morning barely a drop of water was running over the dam 
here. 

The International and Finch-Pruyn companies took ad- 
vantage of the dry river and made extensive repairs to 
the dam and sluiceway. A new wall was built under the 
latter, while the dam was replanked. The cave under the 
Glens Falls bridge, made memorable by Cooper’s “Last of 
the Mohicans,” was high and dry, and Cooper’s heroine 
would find little protection were she to hide there today. 

The big reservoir at Spier Falls was soon filled. This 
morning the various industries, including all Glens Falls, 
Sandy Hill and Fort Edward mills, which were compelled 
to shut down, appealed to the authorities and the State 
reservoir at Indian River was opened. Thus the feeding 
of the Spier Falls reservoir was accomplished in little time. 
However, the effect of this will not be noticeable at Glens 
Falls before tomorrow. Meanwhile the river bottom is 
dry and crossings are being made by pedestrians at many 
points. 


Rockdale Will Make Box Boards. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August 24, 1903—It develops that the 
purchasers of the Rockdale mill, located in 
southern part of the valley, have more extensive improve- 
ments in view than anticipated. 
Akron capitalists, E. M. Buel being the president of the 
Barberton (Ohio) Bank, while H. N. Carpenter is a prac- 
tical paper maker and understands the operation of a 
board plant. It is proposed to equip the mill for the man- 
ufacture a high grade of box board, and it is probable, 
owing to the many improvements in contemplation, that it 
will be seven weeks before the plant will be in full and 
complete operation. When the overhauling and remodel- 
ing of the mill is completed it is believed employment will 
be afforded to fifty persons. This is a larger force than 
has been employed in the mill, and as more workers will 
be engaged as the season advances and the product be- 
comes well known to the trade, the revival of the industry 
will result in injecting some energy into the business in- 
terests of Rockford. Mr. Carpenter has leased a well 
situated country home and is at the mill with a: force of 
men arranging for the start and overseeing the installa- 
tion of the new board plant. He will be the manager of 
the mill and has no doubt as to the success of the in-

The machine is 100 
inches wide and was made by Smith & Winchester, of 
South Windham. The cutter is a Holyoke and one of the 
largest and latest patterns. 

Some of the shafting in the engine room has already 
been placed, but the work of setting the machine has not 
begun yet, as it has not all arrived. Two boilers are being 
set and the big chimney is completed and locks very im- 
posing. It is circular, 4 feet in diameter at the base and 
80 feet high.

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FUNERAL OF B. D. RISING. 


There Was a Large Attendance at the Services—The Pall 
Bearers—Eulogy of the Rev, E. M. Antrim, 
Pastor of Trinity Methodist Church. 








Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Parer Trape Journat, 
Hotyoke, Mass., August 25, 1903 


The funeral of B. D. Rising, of Springfield, whose death 
was reported in THe Paper Trape Journat of last week, 
was held at his home in that city Thursday afternoon. 
The funeral was largely attended by representative men of 
Western Massachusetts, and was conducted by Rev. Charles 
F. Rice, assisted by Rev. Dr. William R. Newhall, Rev. 
Dr, George S. Skene and Rev. E. M. Antrim. The clergy- 
men spoke touchingly of Mr. Rising’s connection with 
church work and his worth as a citizen. 

During the service Miss Julia Dickinson sang ‘Crossing 
the Bar,” “Nearer, My God, to Thee” and “Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul.” The floral tributes were of great beauty, the 
arts of the most expert florists in Boston and elsewhere 
having been employed to produce some of the pieces. 
Among them were pieces from the B. D. Rising Paper 
Company, the company’s employees, the Mittineague Paper 
Company, the employees of the Mittineague Paper Com- 
pany, the directors of the Berkshire Street Railway, friends 
in Baltimore, the official board of Trinity Church, the Sun- 
day school, the junior department of the Sunday school, 
the Junior League, the Chicopee Bank, the Swedish Church 
and St. James’ Church, 

The house was crowded, among those present being the 
president and directors of the Berkshire Street Railway, 
the official board of Trinity Church, the official board of 
St. James’ Church, many old employees that had worked 
in the mill at Mittineague and many from the B. D. Rising 
Paper Company’s mill at Housatonic. Both mills were 
shut down for the entire day and had their flags at half 
mast. 

The active bearers were Charles McKernon, of Pittsfield, 
treasurer of the B. D. Rising Paper Company; W. J. Ray- 
bold, secretary and sales agent of the same company; Mr. 
Harper, general superintendent at Housatonic; A. A. 
Wheat, superintendent of Mill No. 2 of the Mittineague 
Paper Company; Frederick W. Fuller and Albert Rothery. 


E. C. Rogers, L. H. Mayott, A. B. West, president of the 
Chicopee Bank; Edmund Day, of Seymour, Conn.; Mr. 
Gordon, of Hazardville, Conn., and W. F. Sturtevant were 
honorary bearers. Burial was in the family lot in Oak 
Grove Cemetery. 

At the morning service at Trinity Methodist Church, in 
Springfield, on Sunday, the pastor, Rev. E. M. Antrim, 
referred at some length to Mr. Rising, his life and his 
work with that church, and there was also a memorial to 
him upon the church calendar. The pastor said, in part: 

“He was a fine type of the self made man. Leaving his 
home, near Lake George, a poor boy, he came to Barre, 
and then to Springfield, with but a few dollars-im his 
pocket. The next day he found work at a modest salary 
with a firm making albums, which were very popular about 
war time. His energy and ability soon opened up a larger 
place, and he progressed steadily from the position of 
salesman and manager of a paper mill to become its owner. 
In character he had many noble elements. He possessed 
the four qualities of success in a remarkable degree: (1) 
Honesty and integrity; (2) intellectual acumen and sa- 
gacity; (3) great executive ability, and (4) the ability to 
manage men, in the best sense. He has been described as 
a Napoleon in this regard. Among business men and 
associates he was known for his rugged strength. Frank 
alike to all, he was considered by some abrupt, even aus- 
tere, but there was never anything but the kindliest sin- 
cerity in his heart. The result was that among his em- 
ployees and others a word of praise or criticism meant 
more than ten from many others. A marked characteristic 
of Mr. Rising was his love for and interest in children and 
youth. The poor boy picking faggots in the street, the 
eager eyed lad selling carnations at his office, as well as the 
youth who swept out this office, the children of the Sunday 
school, with which he was for many years officially con- 
nected, were all taken into his great heart. A girl skip- 
ping rope, seen from his office window, attracted his in- 
stant attention. 

“Princely liberality and generosity were a part of him. 
His heart was big. The tourist going through St. Paul’s, 
London, sees the sarcophagus of Lord Nelson and the 
monument of Wellington or Gordon, but asks for the 
monument of Sir Christopher Wren, who planned the cath- 
edral. ‘Stranger, look about you, this is his monument.’ 
We have but to look about the Methodist churches of

Springfield and elsewhere, toward which Mr. Rising con 
tributed so generously, to see his most enduring monument. 
Besides all this, while his left hand was not idle, it did not 
know what his right hand was doing. 

“Generous, genial and tender hearted, his crowning char- 
acteristics were two: (1) His lifelong habit of discovering 
worth in men and his ability to bring out the best there 
was in them, and (2) his simple, childlike faith in God. 
Many a successful man can say that Mr. Rising made him 
what he is, while his wnwavering faith in Christ made 
others believe because he did. Yet good or generous as 
he might be, he trusted not in his gifts or goodness as his 
passport to heaven, but cast himself in simple faith on the 
mercy of God. He had his place among the mighty, and we 
shall feel his loss keenly.”

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion deplores the loss it has sustained through the death 
of Vice President Rising, and the memory of his honorable 
career will ever be cherished by its members. 

Resolved, That the secretary be directed to send a copy 
of these resolutions to his bereaved family, with assurance 
of the deepest sympathy.

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HARMSWORTHS BUY. 


They Purchase Mills and Timber Limits in Newfoundland 
from the Newfoundland Timber Estates 
Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

MontreaL, Canada, August 24, 1903—Alfred Harms- 
worth, proprietor and publisher of the London Daily Mail, 
and a number of leading English periodicals, has com- 
pleted arrangements for the purchase of two pulp mills and 
extensive timber limits from the Newfoundland Timber 
Estates Company, in which a number of Montrealers ate 
interested. 

The announcement was made today by a prominent of- 
ficial of the Timber Estates Company, who said that the 
mills secured by the English publishers were situated at 
Millerstown, on a branch of the Reid railway line, and that 
all the timber limits were tapped by the railway. Negotia- 
tions for the purchase were made by J. D. Harmsworth, 
who is at present in Newfoundland. 

The Harmsworth interests had an option on the mills 
they have now secured prior to the time at which the Tim- 
ber Estates Company secured nearly all the mills and 
limits in Newfoundland from Robert Miller. 

On a recent visit to Montreal Mr. Harmsworth was 
waited on by Hon. L. J. Tweedie, Premier of New Bruns- 
wick, who was anxious that the English publishers should 
purchase a big pulp mill at Chatham, N. B. After a visit 
to Newfoundland, however, Mr. Harmsworth decided it 
would be more advantageous to secure a mill and limits 
there. All the limits owned by the Harmsworth interests 
up to the present time have been situated in Sweden.

Middletown in Danger Because of Weak Levee. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 24, 1903.—Since Middletown, the 
“Paper City,” has been threatened with inundation owing 
to a break in the State dam, public authorities and paper 
tradesmen who are interested in power features have been 
doing some lively hustling. During the past week Superin- 
tendent Charles Cooper and Assistant State Engineer Back- 
tell, of Cincinnati and Columbus, respectively, were sum- 
moned to examine the break in the levee at the bulkheads 
near the State dam. On several occasions the past season 
when the water was high the torrents came nearly washing 
through the roadway. It seems that the levee is honey- 
combed under the entire roadway by muskrats, and it is 
feared that it may break almost any day, thus doing ir- 
reparable damage not only to State property but to mill in- 
terests and homes and public buildings in Middletown. 

Engineer Backtell decided to prepare specifications and 
an estimate of the costs immediately, and a contract for the 
repair of the break will be let at once. It is possible that 
the present levee will have to be torn down entirely, as it 
is badly undermined, while nothing can be done to save 
the bulkhead and its foundations unless the whole road- 
way is destroyed. The State Board of Public Works was 
apprised of the engineer’s investigations today, and a con- 
siderable expenditure will be authorized. M. V. 
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The Box Board Situation. 


The manufacturers of box board acknowledge that the 
market for box boards is sadly demoralized, and that they 
have experienced the misfortunes that always befall them 
on a falling market. They have had contracts cancelled, 
and where there have been no contracts buyers have re- 
fused to place orders, preferring to wait until prices are 
more settled than they are at present. The result-is that 
business is slow and unsatisfactory. 

The manufacturers have been holding a series of meet- 
ings during the last two weeks, there being represented in 
the conferences not only the outside mills but also, the 
United Box Board and Paper Company. One proposition 
was to turn all outside product into the hands of the 
“United,” and allow it to act as the selling agent; but the 
opposition to this plan developed a number of delicate and 
The 


daily papers have been printing reports that officials of the 


entangling questions that have not yet been answered. 


United acknowledge that their company is to be such sell- 
ing agent. The real fact is that these officials deny that 
they ever said such a thing. They say that as yet no 
agreement has been reached, and in this they are corrobo- 
rated by owners of outside mills. 

The present happy go lucky condition of the board mar- 
ket is unsatisfactory not only to the board manufacturers 
but also to the box makers, who of course do not know 
on what basis to make their prices. It is, however, ex- 
pected that some working agreement will be reached soon, 


and that then everyone will be happy—for a time.

Thousands of Dead Fish in Mad River.

Dayton, Ohio, August 24, 1903.—Thousands of dead 
fish were again found in Mad River and along the banks 
this week, the stream now in some places being little more 
than a creek. Health authorities have been notified and are 
proceeding on the theory that the refuse liquors from straw 
board mills have resulted in the wholesale slaughter of the 
finny tribe. As a matter of fact the health authorities have 
never been able to establish this as a fact, despite the 
strenuous efforts of a Montgomery County representative 
to enact legislation requiring the straw board companies 
in Ohio to have certain equipments, necessitating consid 
erable of an expense. The legislator, who resides near 
Dayton, appeared to have been making a grand stand play 
for future political favors, and his scheme “died a’ born- 
in’.”” Then it was sought to fasten the “crime” on the 
brewers and they entered a general denial 

Dayton’s health officer, accompanied by deputy game 
wardens, returned today from a trip of inspection up the 
Mad River. They are somewhat at a loss to know where to 
place the responsibility, but, as in the past, they have prom 
ised the Montgomery County Fish and Game Protective 
Association that they would continue their investigations, 
in the hope of prosecuting the proper parties. The slaugh 
ter is said to have been quite general this time, even the 
catfish, which are the last of any species to show the effects 
of poisonous or foreign substances in the water, lying in 
perfect schools on their sides. From the aqueduct in North 
Dayton, near the straw board works, to the Miami River 
the banks have been littered with dead fish, which the au- 
thorities must watch or unscrupulous dealers will offer the

that is bothering all mill men, who usually shut down at 
this time of year to make needed repairs. 

The electric lights in the residences of the members of 
the firm of Kimberly & Clark Company, at Neenah, Wis., 
which were supplied with current from a dynamo in one of 
the company’s mills, went out one night last week, caused 
by the breaking of a line shaft from which the dynamo 
was driven. A dancing party was in progress at one of 
the houses, and the inconvenience of the incident was not 
unmixed with amusement. 


A fire which for a time threatened considerable sur- 
rounding property last Thursday destroyed a large wooden 
stock house owned by the S. D. Warren Paper Company 
at Westbrook, Me. The burned building.was an old one 
of little value, and although not less than six buildings 
were on fire at one time, the whole loss is comparatively 
small. With the exception of the stock house none of the 
buildings was seriously damaged. 


A company has been organized to build a steam road 
from Lowville to Croghan, in Lewis County, a distance of 
about 12 miles, and work will soon be commenced. This 
branch road, connecting with the New York Central lines, 
will give an outlet for the paper and pulp mills at Beaver 
Falls, and will undoubtedly lead to the development of 
valuable water powers on Beaver River, which have re- 
mained idle because of the lack of transportation facilities. 


To add to the troubles and irritations incident to every- 
day life in Chicago, the Chicago Coated Board Company 
is now threatened with a suit under Illinois’ recent and 
peculiar child labor law. Benjamin Simons, fourteen years 
old, after working two hours as a feeder at a press in the 
company’s plant lost two fingers of his right hand. It is 
alleged the boy was under age and that the requirements 
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of the child labor law in such case had not been complied 
with 

Patrick Redmond, who was employed as a laborer by 
the International Paper Company at its mills in Water- 
town, N, Y., has brought suit against the company to 
recover $25,000 for injuries received while at work some 
months ago. Redmond was handling pulp wood at the 
mill when a stick of pulp wood feil from a chute, break 
ing, as he alleges, several of his ribs, injuring his head 
and shoulder and rendering him unconscious. He also 
claims that his appetite and sight are impaired and his 
memory partially destroyed. The complaint alleges neg- 
ligence on the part of the company in not repairing the 
chute after having been warned that it was in a poor 
and dangerous condition. The case will go on the cal- 
endar for the next term of Supreme Court at Water- 
town. 

A party of Boston capitalists were recently in Reads- 
boro, Vt., looking for a site just below that village for a 
dam across the Deerfield River for electrical power with 
which to supply different towns and villages, besides afford- 
ing a large storage for the manufacture of paper and pulp 
wood. Howe’s pond, several hundred feet above Reads- 
boro, is also to be utilized, the water being conveyed in 
flumes to the river reservoir. There are a number of 
schemes afoot in the valley behind which are prominent 
lumbermen and manufacturers, whose plans are develop- 
ing, and which, if carried out, as positively asserted, will 
unfold several new and important industries which their 
promoters are sure the natural resources of that section 
abundantly warrant. Already the ground has been thor- 
oughly gone over, with the result that substantial offers 
have been made the present owners of extensive wood and 
lumber tracts for their valuable possessions.

The corks are made hollow. In order to prevent the corks 
from caving in or depressing on the hollow, there is a 
second mandrel inserted, which mandrel is usually a little 
piece of round wood, like a pencil, and this is left in the 
cork. 

I also noticed that some of the paper cork makers were 
manufacturing a style of disk cork like that presented in 
Fig. 5. 
disks, one above the other, and secured together either by 
a pin running through the middle or by glutinous sub- 
stances. The disks are chopped out by the wholesale by 
using stamping contrivances made of metal piping with 
one end sharpened to a cutting edge. Boys! with wooden 
mallets do the work, and cut out quite a lot of disks in 
a short while. The disks are packed in molds to get 
the proper form, and when dry are glued or pegged, and 
then when the cork is beveled by grinding, and the ex- 
terior polished, it is finished.

The grinding is done on 
emery wheels or sand covered wheels revolved by foot 
power or by machine power. 

It is chiefly in Japan that the carved corks are made 
from paper pulp. The Chinese and Japanese engravers 
can be hired for a few cents per day, The engravers take 
the solid block of cork, as shown in Fig, 6, and cut it 
down to proper size with their crude tools, and then form 


some style like that in Fig. 7 for illustration, or perhaps 


like that in Fig. 8. There is quite a lot of carving work 
to be done, but time is not very important to these peo- 
ple. They will work for hours on the design. They will 
carve all sorts of original effects, some of which are ex- 
ceedingly good.

These corks find ready sale in all parts 
world. 

The cork makers of Spain manufacture a paper cork 
with a wire inserted through the centre, riveted on the 
under side, and fitted with a ring of metal at the top. This 
is handy for pulling the stopper at any time. This style 
is shown in Fig. 9. 

Fig. 10 is a sketch of a rather queer form of cork, made 
with an elastic coating, and packed with paper pulp stock. 
The exterior is rubber, and the made 
disks, cord extends through the centre.

It is 
undoubtedly the fact that a smaller area 
has been sown this year than last, owing to 
the want of rain at the time of sowing; but, 
having regard to the marked tendency to 
underestimate, it is safe to assume that the 
area under jute this year is not less than 
2,100,000 acres.

PAPER.—The whole market continues rather quiet, 
still a fair demand for all grades is reported. This week 
the feature of the situation is the relief felt over the settle- 
ment of the Holyoke strike. As yet, of course, it is too 
early for the settlement to affect the market other than to 
remove the tension which of late had become distressing. 
Now that the men have again returned to work buyers and 
consumers realize that their needs will be supplied through 
the old channels after a few weeks. Meantime they can get 
along by substituting other grades in place of those they 
are accustomed to use. But as stocks of Writings are low, 
and as it will be weeks before the production of the Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company makes any impression on the 
market, it can be seen that the actual condition of things 
has not changed. This week, therefore, Writings are just 
as scarce as they were last week, the only difference in the 
situation being that all hands now realize that their orders 
will be filled in the near future, whereas up until last 
Thursday buyers and consumers of Writings feared that 
they would have to go short of their regular supply. In 
the other grades of papers the market is devoid of any 
special features except in Tissues. These are getting very 
scarce and advancing gradually according to the state of 
the order books at the various mills. Word received this 
week from a few of the manufacturers is to the effect that 
they are full of business and cannot promise quick ship- 
In Fibre papers and the better
